HOW JOBBERS WORKED. 

While the refiners were prosecuting their 
plans for a marketing agency some jobbing 
interests were endeavoring to get the West- 
ern refiners to come into a Central Market- 
ing Company which they planned to be 
brokerage clearing house 1 which all re- 
finers would offer at least all their surplus 
stocks and where-the jobbers would come 
to purchase their needs. Some half dozen 
refiners, it was said, had agreed to join the 


marketing company, but more were neces- 
sary in order to make it go. The corre- 
spondence for this last marketing plan was 
conducted from the office of the Western 
Wholesale Jobbers’ Association, at Chicago, 
but Secretary Stark, of that association, 
said that it was not an association matter 
in any way, but that the offices of the asso- 
ciation had simply been made use of in the 
handling of the correspondence, as the as- 
sociation maintains a stenographer there for 
the benefit of any visiting members. He 
said that so far the plan had not been 
worked out, nor was there prospect of any- 
thing being done with it in the near future. 

In the marketing end of the business the 
chief interest will probably lie in the fol- 
lowing reports from Independent jobbers 
from all over the country, not only giving 
the marketing situation as it is today, but

market. In this connection we will state 
that we think and talk that the reason we 
can maintain our price to the dealer is the 
fact that we maintain a high quality of 
goods and do not sell to anybody who is 
not a legitimate dealer but at the present 
time it looks as though we may have to 
change our policy, because of the fact that 
this independent company and the S. O. 
Co., in their fight for supremacy of the 
consuming trade, are gradually but surely 
eating their way into the gallonage of our 
customers, hence we are glad to see some- 
body take the thing up and try to remedy 


the condition, but we do not think that it 


can be done as long as the jobbers sell di- 
rect to the consumers and even then at a 
less price than the Standard as they will 
stand for no price cutting.” 

NATIONAL INDEPENDENT OIL 
CO., INC., Harrisburg, Pa., by G. W. Smith, 
secretary and treasurer, says:—‘\Ve would 
say that emphatically we do know som« 
one that did not follow, and will not fol- 
low, a temporary cut in the prices, and 
have found it no detriment to the gross 
amount of our sales, as the natural ten 
dency of the jobbers is to obtain from the 
consumer the same profit per gallon, and 
to do so, substitute an inferior grade of oil 

“While we are practically a new factor in

depression commenced, and contending 
against many adverse conditions, but giv 
ing the best quality of oils obtainable at a 
fair profit—particularly in gasoline—have 
trebled this month over the month of May, 
with a proportionate pront, proving again 
the truth of the adage that ‘Quality is re 
membered when price is forgotten.’ 

“Don’t you think you have answered your 


own question of the remedy, by the ques 


tion you immediately follow it with o 
‘Every man standing out against all cuts?’ 
We do, and feel that there are always peo- 
ple who can and will pay a fair price for 
a fair article and are stable, permanent cus- 
tomers, and that 75 per cent of the trade 
influenced by a cheaper price could not be 
counted on if some one else were to offer 
one-half cent less per gallon. 

“Speaking generally, we can see no rem- 
edy for the folly of cutting prices, except 
by example, and the example is only used 
because we find that even if we do not sell 
all the consumers, we do sell a sufficient 
number, who are constantly increasing, to 
pay us a profit in excess of what we would 
obtain at easily 20 per cent more of gallon- 
age, and as we have said before, we think 
will be permanent and stay with us, as they 
are not attracted by the $4.98 reduced from 
$5.00 sign.”

‘There are three large « mpanies ship- 
ping into Spokane, viz.: Standard Oil, Royal 
Dutch Shell, under the name of American 

line, and the Pure Oil Company: not 
the Pure Oil Company you know in the 
East, but a Minneapolis concern, who has 
ut a dozen stations throughout Minne- 
sota and North Dakota, and one here at 
Spokane. The Standard makes the prices, 
and the other two follow. 


“True’s Oil Company, a very small con- 


cern, myself and two sons, no interest of 


any kind outside of Spokane, handle 50 
60 cars per year. We buy high grades 
the Pennsylvania field, common grades in 
Kansas, Oklahoma, Wyoming and Cali- 
fornia. When tank wagon price is such that 
we can meet it at a living profit, we are glad 
to do so; when it goes below that, we ig- 
nore it in our city business. We have been 
able to meet it in our barrel or shipping 
trade. We are continually surprised at the 
amount of goods we handle with three big 
companies’ tank wagons running all around 
us. 

“From the fact that we are paying our 
bills, discounting them when opportunity 
offers, we think our method is a success 
We don’t feel sure that we could pay our 
bills promptly if we followed the cuts. We 
would have to double our output to realize 
the same profit, and under present circum- 
stances that does not look possible. We 
have the original, and for some time the 
only, auto filling station, but now they are 
springing up all over town. I think there 
are fifteen of them now. We have done 
some missionary work with them, and up to 
the present they have been in line, all sell- 
ing at 18 cents, and they seem to realize 
that to sell at tank wagon price would be 
throwing away half their profit, for it would 
be an utter impossibility for all of us to 
double our sales. An anti-discrimination 
law would let us sell at present tank wagon 
prices

Louisiana Retailers Want

The Standard Oil Company of Kentucky 
will have to stand trial on the charge of 
violating the anti-trust laws of Mississippi, 
according to the decision of the 
Court of that state given June 15.

Lubrication and Lubricants 


After much investigating THE NEWS recommends 
its readers as the best it has been able to find so far 
the subject of “Lubrication and Lubricants,” the 
single volume work of that name written by Archbutt & 
leeley, the last edition of which was revised to Feb- 
uary, 191%.

information on certain practical points against the day 
when they give this information in return for fees as 
consulting engineers. Also the book is inclined to use 
English standards in its descriptions; viscosity is fre- 
quently referred to by comparison with rape seed, in- 
stead of by a viscosimeter, but at the same time these 
comparisons can be worked out into whatever viscosi- 
meter reading a man may want; specific gravity is used 
instead of the Baume, and the words are not all of one 
syllable. 

But as these books go and in consideration of the 
fact that its price is only $7.50 and not $100 or $500- 
the price of consulting engineers and chemists in giving 
valuable information—THE NEWS feels that it is doing 
a favor to the vast majority of oil men in recommending 
this book. In considering scientific books the oil trade 
should bear in mind that there is no “big” money in 
writing or selling them; these books have a compara- 
tively limited circulation, but a few thousand or so, and 
this circulation is obtained only after many years, so that 
the net return to the writer, especially considering the 
vast amount of work required, is small. These books 
are generally works of love and for the honor and 
glory they bring, together with the modest remuneration. 

\Ve make this explanation in reply to many questions 
that have been asked us in the past and are likely to come 
up in the future. 

We feel safe in saying that for the man who wants to 
dig after it and then use it rightly when he gets it, there 
is information in this book worth hundreds and thousands 
of dollars. It’s a small college education in lubrication.

Not only 
exact reproduction, but a ‘colorable imitation’ 
is within the statute; otherwise, the trade- 
mark would be of little avail as by shrewd 
simulation it could be appropriated with im- 
punity The act provides (Sec. 16) ‘Any 
person who shall, without the consent of the 
owner thereof, reproduce, counterfeit, copy, 

colorably imitate any such trade-mark 

* and shall use, or shall have used, such 
reproduction, counterfeit, copy or colorable 
imitation in commerce among the several 
states * * * shall be liable * * *.’

the ten-year clause, provided they are not 
used ‘in unlawful business,’ or ‘upon any 
article injurious in itself,’ or ‘with the design 
of deceiving the public, and have not been 
‘abandoned’ (Sec. 21). 

“But, while this is true, the inquiry as to 
the extent of the right thus secured by the 
statute, in the case of marks which are ad- 
mitted to registration under the ten-year 
clause, is not completely answered. It is ap- 
parent that, with respect to names or terms 
coming within this class, there may be proper 
uses by others than the registrant even in 
connection with trade in similar goods. It 
would seem to be clear, for example, that the 
registration for which the statute provides 


was not designed to confer a monopoly of the 
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use of surnames, or of geographical names, 
as such. It is not to be supposed that Con- 
gress intended to prevent one from using his 
own name in trade, or from making appro- 
priate reference to the town or city in which 
his place of business is located; and we do not 
find it necessary to consider the question of 
the validity of such an attempt if one were 
made. Congress has admitted to registration 
the names of terms belonging to the class 
under consideration simply because of their 
prior use as trade-marks, although they had 
not been such in law. Their exclusive use as 
trade-marks for the stated period was deemed 
in the judgment of Congress a sufficient assur- 
ance that they had acquired a secondary mean 
ing as the designation of the origin or 
ownership of the merchandise to which they 
were affixed. And it was manifestly in this 
limited character only that they received 
statutory recognition, and, on registration, be- 
came entitled to protection under the act. 
“In the case, therefore, of marks consist 
ing of names or terms having a double sig- 
nificance, and being susceptible of legitimate 
uses with respect to their primary sense, the 
reproduction, copy or imitation which con- 
stitutes infringement must be such as is cal- 
culated to mislead the public with respect to 
the origin or ownership of the goods and thus 
to invade the right of the registrant to the 
use of the name or term as a designation of 
his merchandise This we conceive to be the 
meaning of the statute. It follows that where 
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a mark consists of a surname, a person having 


the same name and using it in his own bus: 
ness, although dealing in similar goods, woul 
not be an infringer, provided that the nam: 
was not used in a manner tending to mislea 
and it was clearly made to appear that th 
goods were his own and not those of th 
registrant. This is not to say that, in thi 
view, the case becomes one simply of unfai 
competition, as that category has been define 
in the law; for, whatever analogy may exis! 
with respect to the scope of protection in thi 


class of cases, still the right to be protected 


against an unwarranted use of the registere: 
mark has been made a statutory right, a: 
the courts of the United States have be 
vested with jurisdiction of suits for infring 
ment, regardless of diversity of citizenship 
Moreover, in view of this statutory right, i 
could not be considered necessary that tl 
complainant in order to establish infring: 
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nent should show wrongful intent in fact on 
the part of the defendant, or facts justifying 
the inference of such an intent. (Lawrence 
Mfg. Co. vs. Tennessee Mfg. Co., 138 U. S., 
37, 549; Singer Mfg. Co. vs. June Mfg. Co., 
i63 U. S., 169; Elgin National Watch Co. vs. 
Iinois Watch Co., 179 U. S., 665, 674.) 

‘Having duly registered under the act, the 
complainant would be entitled to protection 
vainst any infringing use; but, in deter- 
mining the extent of the right which the 
statute secures and what may be said to con- 
titute an infringing use, regard must be 
had, as has been said, to the nature of the 
mark and its secondary, as distinguished from 
its primary, significance. 

“The distinction between permissible and 
prohibited uses may be a difficult one to draw 

particular cases, but it must be drawn in 
order to give effect to the act of Congress. 
That the distinction may readily be observed 
in practice is apparent. In this case, for in- 
stance, if the defendants had so chosen, they 
could have adopted a distinct mark of their 
own, which would have served to designate 
their inks and completely to distinguish them 
from those of the complainant. It was not 
necessary that, in exercising the right to use 
their own name in trade, they should imitate 
the mark which the complainant used, and 
was entitled to use under the statute, as a 
designation of its wares; or that they should 
use the name in question upon their labels 
without unmistakably differentiating their 
goods from those which the complainant 
manufactured and sold. 

“We agree with the Circuit Court that in 
fringement was shown. The complainant put 
its mark, ‘Davids,’ prominently at the top 
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of its labels. The defendants, in the same 
position on their labels put ‘C. I. DAVIDS. At 
the bottom of their labels the defendants 
placed ‘DAVIDS MFG. CO. The use of the 
name in this manner was a mere simulation 
of the complainant’s mark which it had duly 
registered; it constituted a ‘colorable imita- 
tion’ within the meaning of the act. The 
decree of the Circuit Court accordingly re- 
strained the defendants from the use of the 
words ‘Davids Manufacturing Company’ and 
from the use of the word ‘Davids’ at the top 
of their labels in connection with the busi- 
ness of making and selling inks. We think 
that the complainant was entitled to this meas- 
ure of protection.” 


This decision finally settles the construction 
of the ten-year clause of this act, and makes 
it possible for those who have used personal 
names, descriptive marks and geographical 
terms, to obtain protection provided they have 
been the exclusive users during the period 
mentioned in the statute, and provided further 
that they have registered the trade-mark. If 
this trade-mark had not been registered, no 
substantial relief could have been granted in 
this case. It is therefore highly important 


that those who have trade-marks of a similar 


nature should lose no time in registering 
them in the patent office under the provisions 
of this act.

Then some heated words in connection 
with the scheme were raised in Parliament 
by Samuel Samuel, brother of Sir Marcus 
Samuel, who is at the head of the British 
interests of the Royal Dutch and Shell com- 
bine. Samuel Samuel, who is himself a di- 
rector of the Shell Transport Company, and 
represents 12,000 British shareholders, took 
exception to what he called the unjustifiable 
attack on his company by Mr. Churchill, 
Lord of the Admiralty. According to Mr. 
Churchill, the admiralty has been subjected 
to a steady squeeze by the monopolists 
when making its purchases of fuel oil, and 

is to insure a steady supply of o1l at a 


reasonable price that the admiralty are go- 
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ing into the oil business by investing $11,- 
000,000 in the Anglo-Persian Oil Company 
In his speech he referred to the two gigantic 
oil corporations—in the new world there 
is the Standard Oil Company, against which 
the Pearson group maintain by warfare and 
by negotiation a sort of semi-independent 
life. In the old world the great combina- 
tion of the Royal Dutch and Shell, with all 
their subsidiary and auxiliary branches has 
practically covered the whole’ ground 
Among those British oil companies who had 
maintained an independent existence the 
3urmah Oil Company, with its offshoot, the 
\nglo-Persian, is almost the only noticeable 
one, so as the admiralty had decided to put 
themselves in a better position for the fu- 
ture, there was no other practicable alter 
native but to secure the controlling interest 
in the Persian fields. Continuing, Mr 
Churchill explained that oil from Persia was 
not a new idea, and he paid a graceful trib 
ute to the foresight of Mr. Prettyman, when 
secretary of the admiralty, in inducing Lord 
Strathcona to secure the financial independ 
ence of the company. The northern field

the requirements of the admiralty for a 
long period, and in addition they obtained 
control for nearly fifty years of the oil po- 
tentialities of a petroliferous area of about 
half a million square miles. 

Referring to the Royal Dutch and Shell. 
Mr. Churchill concluded his speech with 
biting sarcasm addressed to that corpora- 
tion. He said, “We have no quarrel with 
the company. We have always found them 
most courteous, considerate and ready to 
oblige, anxious to serve the admiralty and 
protect the interests of the British navy, 
In the

RICES, how to raise them, are the chief 
topic of conversation at the present time in the oil 
business. That the talk might be helped along to 

some possible worth-while end, this paper obtained the 
opinions of several score jobbers on the present condi- 
tion. Those are given in the first part of this issue. They 
are extremely important and should be carefully studied 
by every marketer and refiner. Some jobbers, it appears, 
have been honestly and actually raising their prices over 
the so-called market. Their troubles, unfortunately, seem 
to come chiefly from their fellow Independents. 

For the first time in years, perhaps almost in the his- 
tory of the Standard Oil Co., there seems to be no loud 
and long complaint against the Standard for starting the 
low prices. Of course the Standard has reduced the 
prices at different times but the bulk of the marketers, 
although not handing a clean bill of health to the Stand- 
ard by any means, are putting the blame for the severity 
of present conditions on their brother Independents, who, 
they say, are cutting senselessly. 

There is at least one virtue, from a business standpoint, 
that Standard Oil possesses, that is an inordinate desire 
to make money and a pretty fair ability to carry out the 
desire. In these days of low markets that is a very fair 
virtue for the Independents to play to. 


HE railroads of the country are still pretty 
much the same old railroads of a few years ago, 
who, in the name of the Great Jehovah and as much 

of this government as they thought they controlled, con- 
signed all critics to eternal fires for even presuming to 
think their criticisms. 

Ten years ago was a period of railroad arrogance and 
bluff and its not all gone yet. 

For the past six months the I. P. M. A. has been trying 
to force the Sante Fe to disgorge $2.64 of money belong- 
ing to one of its members. The Sante Fe seeks justifi- 
cation for keeping the money by a mis-interpretation of 
the bill of lading clause governing lost shipments—the 
complete story has been often told in this paper of late. 
Even for such small a sum the Sante Fe could not forget 
its old time methods, for at the outset of the negotiations 
on the part of the I. P. M. A. the Sante Fe tried the time 
honored game of telling the asseciation that if it did pay 
the claim in full, that, although the Santa Fe would regret 
it, nevertheless the receiver of that money would prob- 
ably go to jail for violating the Commerce Act. There- 
fore, the association was urged, for its own good, for the 
freedom of its members and particularly its sending them 
all to jail. 

Honestly, one actually wonders how the Sante Fe peo- 
ple have managed to keep out of the probate court for 
presuming that the average man would swallow a tale 
of that sort. 

Sut here comes the railroads again. From $2.64 they 
jump to some $20,000 in their use of the same jail threat. 
As is well known the refiners have been selling petroleum 
tailings to people who have used it for fuel. The tailings 
rate in the west is way below the fuel rate yet the rail- 
roads have insisted on charging the higher rate because 
of the use of the product. One refiner fought the case 
through two courts and won but it has been appealed still 
higher by the railroads. In the meantime the roads re- 
fuse to accept any cars of tailing, they must be labeled 
“fuel oil,” or there’s nothing doing. The result is the 
railroads are holding large sums of money belonging to 
the refiners in these overcharges. The roads have been 
so ugly about it, and the Sante Fe is one of them, that 
the refiners finally threatened to refer the matter to the 
Department of Justice at Washington, charging the roads 
with violating the Act to Regulate Commerce in collect- 
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ing more than the tariff called for. Whereupon the roads 
dragged out the jail threat and played it strong. 

The refiners called the bluff at once and shot the con 
plaint down to Washington by the next mail. There was 
much business of gnashing teeth, ete., by the railroad 
officials and of threats of “We'll get you yet,” or words 
to that effect. 

Nice little fellows aren’t they? 

P. S. The secretary of the I. Il’. M. A., in the fight 
over that $2.64, has been urging the railroads to send him 
to jail and also every member of the association by pay- 
ing that money. So far he is still at liberty. 


HE Supreme Court has at last opened up 
the oil highways of this country—the pipe lines, in 
the decision it rendered last month. With all due 

respect to those who have fought the Standard in the 
past and to the same court's previous decision, this last 
one will do more to free this country of an oil monopoly 
than anything heretofore. However, for the past let this 
be said, we had to have the years of fighting to get the 
public roused, to get the laws on the books necessary to 
bring this last case about. 

The oil business is not going to notice the effect of the 
decision tomorrow. The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion will have to investigate the reasonableness of the 
present rates and shipping conditions and there is no 
question in the mind of any fair-minded man but that 
the Commission will hold them unreasonable and _ fix 
rates that will be fair. Even then there may not be any 
grand revolution. But there is bound to be a change. It 
is barely possible that market conditions to the consumer 
and to the oil producer might be such that no one would 
take advantage of the pipe line rates and actually ship 
the oil. If that turns out to be the case then it will only 
be because the Standard Oil interests have themselves 
done what such Independent shipping of oil would have 
brought about. 

_ What is more likely to happen is a change to condi- 
tions that are in effect in practically every business today 
—buyers will go to the producers to buy and producers 
will go to the buyers to sell. The market may not be so 
stable, since the Standard’s iron hand will no longer be 
upon it, but we can’t see that that is any objection to the 
freedom of intercourse. Every other business in the 
country is conducted under the same circumstances and 
lor some reason they have developed wonderfully and 
the men engaged in them seem to like it. 

The seed of discontent, of course, the Standard is now 
busy sowing among the producers. The Standard has 
told them for years that they are not salesmen, so that by 
this time most of the producers believe they are not and 
more that they don’t want to be; also the Standard is 
holding out to them a picture of a poor lone producer 
taking the train all the way from Oklahoma to Chicago 
and there walking the hot streets, hours at a time, in one 
office and out the next, trying to sell a few barrels of his 
crude oil, and always finding a different “market” in each 
office, with the possibility of the buyer’s check not being 
any good if the producer did make a sale. Whereas, to- 
day, the Standard proclaims, the producer merely comes 
to the S. O. office, says he wants some oil run, its run and 
he gets a check which is always real money at any mo- 
ment he wants to make it such. The transaction is de- 
void of all those sordid features of haggling, bickering 
and bartering over price, says the Standard. 

Maybe some producers will trot the hot streets of Chi- 
cago in vain but then again maybe some of the Indepen- 
dent buyers will drive many a hot weary mile through 
the oil fields trying to find some producer at whose feet 
he can pile his gold?

How Common Carriers Will Open Markets For All 


Recent Supreme Court Decision Promises 
to Make Big Changes in the Oil Business 


The United States Supreme Court, June 
22. decided that the so-called private pipe 
lines of the Standard Oil interests are com- 
mon carriers in fact. 

These lines are the “missing links” in the 
Standard’s pipe line system by which the 
Standard, through the Prairie Oil & Gas 
Company, and the Ohio Oil Company, at 
the western extremity of its trunk lines, 
separates the oil fields from the admittedly 
common carrier lines, and at the eastern by 
the private lines of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey, keeps the admittedly 
common carrier lines from reaching the At- 
lantic coast, thus making, as the Interstate 
Commerce Commission had held, the ad- 
mittedly common carrier lines ineffective 
for the purpose for which they were char- 
tered by the public, and that was to be used 
by the public. 

This is the much looked for decision in 


the so-called pipe line case which was 
started several years ago on complaints of 
Independent oil refiners and producers, the 
latter chiefly from Oklahoma, to the de- 
partment of justice. That department, after 
an investigation, recommended action by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
which held hearings and declared, finally, 
that the so-called private pipe lines are 
common carriers in fact, and should file 
rates. The private lines appealed to the 
iow defunct Commerce Court, which sus- 
tained the pipe line’s contention. The Su- 
preme Court reverses the Commerce Court. 

The procedure in the pipe line cases from 
now on is as follows: 

First: The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission will set a new date, from present 
indications, when the so-called private lines 
shall have filed their tariffs for the trans- 
portation of oil. The commission has al- 
ready entered the order for the filing of 
hese tariffs, but it continued the date from 
time to time to permit the case to be taken 
to the Supreme Court. Several months 
probably will be allowed for the filing of 
these tariffs. 

Following their being filed, the commis- 
sion then can proceed with an investiga- 
tion as to their reasonableness on its own 

otion, and if it finds the rates and the 
shipping conditions unreasonable, make 
new rates and new regulations. 

It was on its own motion that the com- 
ission made the investigation of pipe lines 
early two years ago. The commission can 
mtinue this investigation or not, on its 
wn motion, as it sees fit. However, in the 
event that the commission should not see 


fit to proceed on its own motion, there is 
now pending before it, a complaint signed 
by some three hundred oil producers of 
Oklahoma, sent the commission since the 
decision by the United States Supreme 
Court, in which the rates and regulations 
governing transportation of crude oil in the 
present admittedly common carrier lines 
are alleged to be unreasonable and in which 
the oil producers ask the commission to fix, 
under the Supreme Court’s last decision, 
such rates and conditions as will be reason- 
able, and will permit of the shipment of 
oil from the Oklahoma field to the Atlantic 
coast, and also the Gulf of Mexico. How- 
ever, it has not appeared by any means 
that the commission has any intention of 
abandoning the investigation that it started 
on its Own motion. 


HAS COST FIGURES NOW. 


Second: The commission will fix the 
valuation of the pipe lines for the purpose 
of getting at reasonable rates. It has been 
reported from Washington that the coin- 
mission will make a valuation of the lines 
in the same way that it is now doing of the 
railroads. Some persons who are familiar 
with the situation, doubt this, and they 
point to the fact that the commission has 
had detailed financial statements from all 
the pipe line companies, both those that 
admit that they are common carriers and 
those that do not so admit. These state- 
ments show the original investment, cost of 
operation and other costs. The govern- 
ment obtained such statements from the 
lines then in existence at the time Secretary 
of Commerce and Labor Garfield made his 
investigation of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, in 1905 and 1906. The commission's 
own figures cover 1912, and it has but to 
call for the figures of 1913 and so far in 
1914, it is pointed out, to get a very good 
idea of the original cost of lines, cost of re- 
placement and cost of operation. The com- 
mission may prosecute an independent in- 
vestigation to value the lines, or it may 
proceed with the hearings as to the reason- 
ableness of the regulations and the needs 
of the oil men and gather the cost data 
meanwhile. In view of the large amount 
of work now before the commission, it is 
probable that the commission will not ar- 
rive at any decision much before the first 
of the year, and perhaps not before next 
summer. 

That the so-called private lines will re- 
fuse to file their tariffs is not thought prob- 
able by those watching the pipe line situa- 


tion. If they do not file them, the com- 

mission would simply certify that fact to 

the Supreme Court, when the private lines 

would be called into court on contempt 

proceedings, and attorneys say that they 

don’t see where they would be successful 

in combating any such attack. Nor do the 

attorneys think that there is much likeli- 

hood of the pipe lines getting a new hear- 

ing in the case. However, it is anticipated 

that when the question of fixing rates and 

regulations comes up, the pipe lines will 
make a very hard fight to have the rates 
meet their ideas. 


WHAT EFFECT WILL BE. 


The question most asked now is, what 
will be the effect of the Supreme Court’s 
decision? 

The answer can best be given by saying 
that it will permit the free flow of the 
crude oil to the markets, wherever they 
may be, and that by reason of the free flow 
of oil, the seller of the oil will receive for 
it, that which it is actually worth, and by 
the same token, the buyer of it will pay no 
more and no less than it is worth. The 
practical results of the decision probably 
will be some of the following: 


The Independent refiners in Pennsylvania 
will probably have a crude oil purchasing 
organization which will buy oil at different 
parts of the country, presumably at the 
present time in Oklahoma, for shipment 
through the lines to its refineries in west- 
ern Pennsylvania. As the plants in Penn- 
sylvania are so close together and their 
capacity small, it is not thought probable 
the refiners will undertake to buy crude in- 
dividually. The chances are that the In- 
dependent refiners would not give up, by 
any means, a very great part of the Penn- 
sylvania crude which they are now running, 
but would enlarge their plants to take care 
However, it will 
probably result in a less demand for Penn- 


of the Western crude. 


sylvania crude and a greater demand for 
Oklahoma crude, which should either re- 
duce the price of Pennsylvania or increase 
the price of Oklahoma, or both. 


It is probable that a number, at least, of 
the Western refiners will either move their 
present plants or put in new refineries fur- 
ther north on the pipe line system in order 
to be near the centers of the markets. If 
anything, this would mean an increase in 
the consumption of Oklahoma crude oil. 
Enough plants would be left in the Okla- 
homa field to take care of the markets in

Can Standard Oil Evade Pipe Line 


Will the Standard Oil interests be able to 
avoid the seeming intent of the decision of 
the U. S. Supreme Court making the so-called 


“private lines” common carriers, through the 


exemption granted the Uncle Sam Oil Co.?

WHAT ABOUT THE OIL? 

However, to return to the Prairie, after the 
Prairie has spent this $80,000,000 roughly i 
additional production, so that it is running oil 
only from its own leases to the capacity of its 
lines, it is up against the problem of getting 
rid of that oil. All the refineries owned by 
the Standard Oil Co., of Indiana, the rearest 
consumer probably of the Prairie Oil & Gas 
Company’s crude, can only handle at the out 
side 70,000 barrels per day, exclusive, of 
course, of the company’s new refinery in Wyo 
ming, which would not be in line on _ this 
proposition. 

That 


would still leave 50,000 barrels per 
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day that the Standard of Indiana would have 
to get rid of. In the course of time it 
probably could absorb all this, but close ob- 
servers do not think that it could do so any- 
where within the next three or four years. 

What, therefore, would it do with this sur- 
plus 50,000 barrels per day? If it sold it to 
someone else, would it not then get itself 
out of the class of the Uncle Sam Oil Com- 
pany ? 

But assuming that it used all this 70,000 bar- 
rels per day excess from Oklahoma the Stand- 
ard of Indiana could not then use a single 
barrel at either its Sugar Creek, Alton or 
Whiting plants from the Ohio Oil Company, 
which would throw the Ohio’s entire 50,000 
barrels on the market. A good part of this 
crude of the Ohio Oil Co. would necessarily 
have continued to go to the refineries in New 
Jersey, as there are not refineries large enough 
any nearer to take care of it. 

It might be possible, in law, for the Stand- 
ard Oil Company, of New Jersey, to buy the 
Ohio Oil Company and its present 20,000 bar- 
rel per day line to New Jersey, and it could 
ship the surplus through the common carrier 
lines. However, would the court, the question 
is asked, permit that purchase, and would the 
court look upon that purchase as having the 
measure of good faith, which would be suff- 
cient to exempt the combination from the de- 
cree of the Supreme Court, in the pipe line 
or the dissolution case? 

Or another suggested solution is that the 
Standard Oil Co., of Indiana, buy the Ohio 
Oil Company and its production and run on 
it, buying the necessary 20,000 barrels per day 
f Oklahoma oil additional. However, this 
would probably mean a disposal of, by the 
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Ohio Oil Company, its present “private” line 
from the Illinois fields to New Jersey, which 
might be too good a plum in its present legal 
state to let go of, and that the deal would not 
shut the Independent buyer out of Oklahoma, 
the present low market for crude oil 

There is also, of course, the question that 
the court might refuse to construe the pur- 
chase of the Prairie or the Ohio by the Stand- 
ard of Indiana as being in good faith, espe- 
cially coming after the decision of the Sn- 
preme Court making them common carriers 
It would look, it is alleged, too much like an 
attempt to evade the court’s order. Had the 
Standard made this purchase several years 
ago it might be another question. 

HAVE TO BE PRODUCER. 

It is also pointed out that in view of the 
big requirements of the Standard’s interests, 
not only the refineries of the Standard of In- 
diana, but of the Eastern refineries, the Stand- 
ard must have a pipe line which is flexible and 
which will get all of the new production it 
may need, and if it undertook to be a private 
carrier within the meaning of the Supreme 
Court's latest definition, it could not follow 
up the new production without buying the 
leases themselves on the first showing of oil, 
which would be very much, it is said, like buy- 
ing a pig in a poke. In other words if the 
Standard did undertake to thus comply with 
the Supreme Court’s decree as regards the 
Uncle Sam Oil Co., it would have to go into 
the oil producing business, which is something 
that it has never cared to do in view of its 
history, save where the chances greatly 
favored it, such as in Illinois. 

It is also pointed out that should the Stand- 
ard undertake any such-evasion of the Su- 


preme Court’s decision, and should the Su- 
preme Court not take exception to that effort, 
the Standard would still have to reckon with 
the individual states and any rights that they 
may have to control the minerals produced 
within their borders. The rights of states 
over minerals are being extended in law prac- 
tically every day. Advanced thinkers have 
long been urging the government, either fed- 
eral or state, to take complete charge of the 
minerals for the benefit of the public. Where 
would the Standard interests be, it is pointed 
out, in the event it put over any such evasive 
scheme as outlined, should the State of Okla- 
homa declare that, for the benefit of its citi- 
zens and to prevent a complete monopoly of 
producing and marketing of its minerals, par- 
ticularly petroleum, no oil produced in its 
borders should be taken from the well save 
by the common carrier lines? It is pointed 
out that there might be some legal question 
as to the state’s right to make such a decree, 
but in view of the recent activity of various 
state officers of Oklahoma, it is said, in all 
probability there would be no trouble in get- 
ting some state official to go ahead and take 
a chance and bring that point up before the 
court. 

However, in all the discussion over the 
exemption of the Uncle Sam Oil Company 
the public has overlooked the fact that the 
Tidewater interests are in practically the same 
shape as the Uncle Sam Oil Company. The 
Tidewater has a line running from its plant 
at Bayonne, N. J., west through Pennsylvania 
and Ohio to Illinois. In Illinois it is said 
that it now produces practically all of the 
4,000 barrels per day that it carries ihrough 
its lines from Illinois. In Pennsylvania it re- 
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ceives from 5,000 to 6,000 barrels of Penn 
sylvania grade of oil from the Standard Oil 
interests, through a deal made some 25 or 30 
vears ago, when the Standard bought a third 


nterest in the Tidewater Oil Company 


This pipe line of the Tidewater has always 


heen operated as a co-partnership, and has 
never come under the common carrier law of 
Pennsylvania, nor has it recognized jurisdic-

Producers here are talking of organizing 

a crude oil marketing company to take ad- 

vantage of the recent Supreme Court deci- 

sion, making all pipe lines common carriers. 

The plan talked of follows that used by 

the California producers in operating the 
big Independent Producers’ Agency 

In the meantime many big producing 

companies are working on laying private 

pipe lines. One is now being laid, and a 

second one will soon be started from Cush- 


ing to various Independent refineries. The 


two will use more than 30,000 barrels of 


that oil per day. A third line, about ready 


to begin work on, will connect Healdton 


with a skimming plant to be built at Gaines- 


ville, Texas 


The Yarhola Pipe Line Company, no mat- 
ter who they are, let it be said that they 
can not only build the line they are con 
templating, but also lay one to the Gulf, 
should they want to, are putting in a 4-inch 
line from the Devonian Oil Company’s 
property to Cushing, a distance of 12 miles 
They expect to have a capacity of 11,000 
barrels per day, and will construct storage 
tanks at Cushing for the oil. 

This latest pipe line is being worked out 
by the Henry Brothers. Some time ago 
this paper carried a news item of the Inola 
pipe line, wherein that line was built by 
Messrs. Henry and Steiner. They did this 
without any mental anguish or heart-rend 
ing stories.

Bad Drouth Halts Much Work in West Virginia 


Streams Are Dry and Some Small Operators 


are Buying Water From the Big Ones 


By Special Correspondent. 

PARKERSBURG, W. VA., July 6— 
()perations in the oil fields of West Virginia 
are practically at a standstill—because of 
the extreme drouth which the state has ex- 
perienced during the past two months 
Many wells have been shut down until it is 
possible to get water. Of course, where the 
large compamies are operating they have 
laid water lines for miles to the rivers, and 
are pumping all the water they need 

Some of the small operators are buying 
ater from the big fellows, but this 1s 
ery expensive proposition, and it is only 
where they are compelled to have water in 
rder to protect their property that they 
are taking this course. In the Roane county 
field there is a great scarcity of water and 
much of the drilling has been shut down 
there until there is rain, or water can be 
pumped from some of the larger streams 
In the Blue Creek field the same condition 
exists except along the Elk river, and in 
some cases there it is necessary to pump 
the water for from eight to ten miles 
through lines that have been hurriedly laid 
for that purpose. 

Harrison county, where there has been a 
large amount ot work going on is in bad 
shape because of the drouth. All the 
streams have fallen to such a stage that 
there are only a few water holes lett, while 
the smaller ones are completely dried up. 
The same conditions exist in Doddridge and 
Ritchie counties, where there has been a 
large amount of work stopped. Tyler and 
\etzel counties, being along the Ohio river 
iront, and all the large companies having 
big pump stations, are not in such bad 
shape, though the small operators have been 
hard hit and will be able to do very little 
until there is a change in conditions unless 
they buy what water they need. 

On this account the outlook for the rest 
ot the summer is very bad throughout the 
state, most of the operators figuring that if 
such a condition exists so early in the sum- 
mer, it will be even worse during the next 
three months, and most of them are getting 
ready to rest on their oars until they have 
an opportunity to go to work again aiter 
the fall rains have filled the streams. 

HARRISON COUNTY.—On the West 
Fork river, Union district, W. Brent Max- 
well has drilled No. 18 on his farm through 
the fifth sand, and has a very good gasser. 
In the Wallace district, the Washington 
Gas Company’s test, on the A. L, Piggott 
tarm, has dropped down to 160 barrels. The 
South Penn Oil Company's No. 5, on the 
Jesse A. Sprout farm, and No. 1, on the T. 
I. Odgen farms, are holding up at 165 and 
310 barrels, respectively. Grove and Par- 
rish’s No. 1, on the R. V. Moore farm, is 
producing 125 barrels a day. On Big Elk 
creek, Sardis district, the South Penn Oil 
Company has now drilled its No. 1, on the 
I. J. Robinson farm, through the fourth 
sand and has a light show of oil. 


The Gordon sand development in Sardis 


district, Harrison county, has done fairly 
well during the past two weeks. On Littk 
klk Creek, George E. Miller & Company 
have drilled in the second test on the L. S 
Watkins’ farm, and have a 100 barrel pro 
ducer The location is inside the define:

WIRT COUNTY.—The most important 
strike in the West Virginia fields of recent 
date is the Walnut Creek Oil Company’s 
No. 3, on the Hall estate on Rock Run, 
Burning Springs district. Judging from the 
actions of the first well completed on this 
tract, operators were a little skeptical as to 
what the third well would do aiter it was 
tested. The first well declined very rapidly, 
and it was feared the new well might go 
the same way. The first five days after No 
3 was connected up and turned into tanks 

produced 500 barrels This is regarded 
as a very creditable showing, and will en- 
hance the prospect for the development of 
a Keener sand pool in that locality. No 3 
is located 1,000 feet east of No. 1, and it is 
in that direction that the development will 


be continued.

An air of supreme confidence as ti 
results pervades the atmosphere to such an 
extent that the owners of the land not leased 
sneer at a fellow with the utmost contempt 
when the regulation proposition is mentioned 
Even guaranteed drilling offers have no effect. 
Most everybody is absolutely confident that a 
real live oil boom will be in full swing here 
within less than three months. 

Territory in this locality, which was _ not 
even given a passing notice by the big and 
little men in the game, is now very much in 
demand, cash bonuses having been paid in a 
number of instances. Actual drilling is going 
to start in a short time, therefore in another 
six weeks I will have a bunch of either good 
or bad news. 

This place is in the southeast corner of 
Dennison township, Lawrence county, about 
two and one-half miles south and a half mile 
east of the rich Murphy pool, and admirably 
situated if the trend of the oil continues to 
the south and southeast. 

The one big drawback to the development 
at the present time is the existence of a num- 
ber of dry holes just a little too close to suit 
all parties interested. One is less than a quar- 
ter of a mile due north, drilled several years 
ago by the St. Fracisville Oil & Gas Co. on the 
W. M. Jones land, southwest corner of sec- 
tion 16. The map shows that the drill went 
to 1,910 feet. W. M. Jones, the owner of the 
tract, claims the real depth is only slightly over 
1,800 feet, which is above the McCloskey sand. 
He is holding his big tract for a bonus. There- 
fore he is going to have a hard task convinc- 
ing the oil men that the record on the map is 
wrong. 

\nother dry one is 1,710 feet deep, Jane 
Jones farm, southwest corner, section 9, and 
one and one-quarter miles north of town. She 
has leased a part of her land for a cash bonus 
to Fred Morgan et. al., of Vincennes. A well 
will be drilled a quarter of a mile southwest 
of the duster. 


There is another bad one a mile due east 
the Jones on the farm of John Litherland 
The owner claims there was oil at 1,482, 1,824 
and 1,874, in fact, the map has it down as 
having a showing. Litherland seems to know 
the oil history of the community by heart, 
and would lease for fifty per acre 

We tind another dry one on the W. H 
Highsmith farm, section 191, one and _ three- 
quarter miles due west of town, and recorded 
as 1,715 deep. On the H. Tebbe land, south- 
west corner of section 20, one mile southwest 
of the village, there is another bad one 1.865 
feet deep. A local oil historian says the Ohio 
had this work done six vears ago, is willing 
to swear it flowed once and, furthermore, fur- 
nishes reasons why it was plugged. There is 
still another black eye to the development in 
northeast corner section 18, and one and one- 
half miles from town, northwest.

Use Armed Guards in Fight 
for Oil Leases in Wyoming 


By Special Correspondent. 
LANDER, WYO., July 6.—Doubtless the 
most active oil field in Wyoming today is the 
Basin field, located in the north central por- 


ion of the state. A number of good wells 


have been drilled and indications are good 
for reasonably good flow of oil in practically 
all of the wells now under way in this section. 

Among the recent discoveries of oil in the 
Basin district was on Grass Creek, about 40 
miles southwest of Worland. There is some 
contention regarding the ownership of some 
of the oil property, and an old-time oil field 
war seems impending, the contenders being a 
number of residents of Worland, who have 
jumped some of the claims, and the Midwest 
Company, which has several leases from the 
original locator, Thomas Harrison, of Wiley. 
Two automobiles loaded with armed men left 
Worland this week to defend the property 
claimed by the Worland faction, who had 
learned that the Midwest people had sent a 
rig from Casper to commence drilling. 

The discoveries in this section which 
brought about the contention between the 
Worland people and the Midwest Company 
were made by a California syndicate which 
brought in two good wells from land leased 
former geologist of the 
Franco-American Company at Casper.

However, there are many who believe Mr.
